cratic majority uf the honse committee 
on civil service reform aareed upon a re- 
port upon the result of their investiga- 
tion of the allegnri violation of the civil 
service law in Baltimore. Tbe report 
lays: 
"We find tbe report of the civil service 


commission recommending the removal 
of certain employes In the postofflce of 
Baltimore well founded; that tbe Balti- 
more postmaster had not removed any of 
these parties. hut it was substantially by 
direction of the postmaster general; 
tbat tho report of the inspectors upon 
which they were retained is unsupported 
by evidence and indicates either a com- 
plete ignorance of the provisions of the 
civil service law or a determination Hint, 
In thie particular case, the violation 
ihould not be punished."

tbe farmers of tno country have been 
well presented in an article in tbe cnr- 
rent number of the American Econo- 
mist, iu which is given an elaborate 
table Bbowing tbe relntive pnrcbasine 
power of farm products under protection 
and under free tr«de. Tbo interacting 
f»ct« and figures presented by tbe Econ- 
omist are aammarized OB followe by tbe 
San Jose Mercury: "The United Statta 
under Democratic control mode an ex- 
periment with free trade In 1850, and bv 
comparing tbe purchasing power of farm 
products In that year witb the pnrcb««- 
ing power of the same articles today we 
find that a bushel of wheat In 1850 would 
purchase 
only 16 iiounds of socar, 


while it now purchases 21; it would buy 
26 yards of cotton cloth and it now buys 
over 31 yards; it would exchange for 40 
pound ol cut naila and today it will ix- 
changB for 57 pounds. A hnsbcl of corn 
in 1850 would purchase 7.00 pounds of 
rcfiacd'eacnr, J2.W yards of cotton cloth 
nud 20 pounds of out nails, while totlsy 
it will purchase 12.75 pounds ot sugar, 
19.13 yards ol cotton cloth and 36 pounds 
of nails. One pound of medium washed

What 
the American laruier needs to still lur- 
ther increase his prosperity Is lewercoiu- 
•petiton and more customers.

farmers in proportion to the population 
and a greater number ol customers. 
That is to say ho needs an enlarged home 
market, and this he can only gain 
through the operation ol the tariff. The 
contrast we have shown between the 
comparative purchasing power ol farm 
product! under frue trade and the pres- 
ent tariff is a conclusive argument in 
this direction and will convince the 
farmers o! the wisdom ol supporting the 
party which, by its history, its platform 
and Its candidates, is pledged to sustain 
the tariff and to hnild up a home market 
for farm products by protecting all the 
diversified industries ol the country."
